CHICAGO, Aug. 10—Consider- 
ation of suggestions for changes 
in the proposed constitution 
for the forthcoming merger of 
the AFL and CIO occupied at- 
tention of the AFL executive 
counci] today, although it had 


received no opposition to unifi- 
cation itself. Indications were 
that the council would not agree 
to any basic alterations. 


Such opposition as may de- 
velop, said George Meany, pres- 
ident of the AFL, would prob- 
ably find expression here Fri- 
day when heads of the 110 un- 


ions affiliated with the AFL will” 


meet for a general discussion 
of the amalgamation, scheduled 
to take place through conven- 
tions in December. 

“The sentiment for the merger 
is strong,” Meany § reported, 
“and even those suggesting con- 
stitutional changes favor the 
fundamental idea of a united 
labor body.” 

Jurisdictional Problems. 

Meany pointed out that some 
knotty problems remain to be 
solved after the merger, espe- 
cially in jurisdictional fields. 
He said that if an attempt had 
been made to resolve jurisdic- 
tional conflicts prior to the 
amalgamation there would be 
“no merger in our time.” 

The AFL. president, who will 
head the combined organiza- 
tions, expressed confidence that 
such disputes would be disposed 
of either through amalgamation 
of unions in similar fields or 
through working agreements. 

Contemplated extension of the 
no-raiding pact, signed on a 
voluntary basis by many unions 
in the AFL and CIO, Meany 
pointed out, may aid in solving 
some of the immediate problems 
confronting the merged organi- 
zations. The current no-raiding 
agreement, which became op- 
erative last June, expires Dec. 
31 but may be extended for two 
years. The Teamsters union, 
largest in the AFL, is the prin- 
cipal heldout 

Printers Object to Form. 

Principal opposition to the 
form of the new constitution 
comes from the printing crafts 
through a movement led by 
Woodruff Randolph, president of 
the International Typographical 
Union. The executibe board of 
that union voted to press for 
the changes at the meeting here 
and at the December joint or- 
ganization convention, 
nounced that the other unions 
in the printing field, including 
the pressmen, had agreed with 
its position “in principle.” 

Under the Randolph proposal 
the constitution would guaran- 
tee even more autonomy to af 
filiated unions than 
possess in the AFL and CIO 
and would dilute the authority 


of a proposed executive board 
which would control the new 
organization between conven- 
tions. 


In approving a detailed plat- 
form of revision, the Typo- 
graphical union's executive. .NI 
graphical union’s executive 
board stated that its aim was 
“to help keep the new federa- 
tion a voluntary organization 
and to prevent a degree of cen- 
tralized power.” Such an atti- 
tude was described as the tra- 
ditional position of the ITU 

Basically, the constitution 
drafted by the AFL-CIO unity 
committee adheres to the organ- 
izational structure of the AFL 
but contains more provision for 
concerted action than provided | 
in either of the existing AFL 
and CIO constitutions. It also | 
gives expression to a guarantee 
of civil rights and provides pen- 
alties for racketeering or Com- 
munist activities 

Says Reds Still Are Threat. 

Meany disclosed = vesterday 
that he regards Communism as a 
continuing threat to 
unions, despite expulsion sev- 
eral years ago of Communist- 
dominated unions from the C1O 
The gauge of Communism, he 
pointed out, is not immediate 
effectiveness but the threat of 
future action 

, the Communists can 
every battle but one,” Meany 
said, “and that victory is it. 
They need only to be effective 
once.’ 

Meany disclosed that some of 
the unions expelled from the 
CIO have “been trooping up and 
down the country, seeking affii- 
lation any place they can reach, 
any port in a storm.” 

The AFL head emphasized 
anew that the Federation would 
not be an “umbrella or haven 
for any Communist group to 
take refuge while they plan 
more subversive activities.” 

Discussion of Communism was 
prompted by decision of the ex- 
ecutive council to postpone un- 
til its fall meeting 
merger, final action on appeals 
of the Meat Cutters, for 58 years 
an AFL affiliate. against a 
council decision vetoing the at- 
tempt of that union to take in 
the Furriers union, which has 
been a Communist - dominated 
organization. 

Meany, after hearing a lengthy 
report by Meat Cutters officers 
of “de-Communization” of the 
Furriers,

cil was “still unconvinced” that 
the anti-Communist house-clean- 
ing had been effective.

Murray Assails Secrecy. 


Senator Murray, in a letter to 
Jerome K. Kuykendall, chair- 
man of the FPC, expressed his 
“consternation” at what he 
called the FPC’s suppression of 
the Hell’s canyon decision from 
July 27 until Aug. 4, less than 
two days after Congress ad- 
journed. 

Murray told Kuykendall the 
delay indicated “a desire on the 
part of the commission to es- 
cape what would undoubtedly 
have been a full airing of this 
hurried procedure on the floor 
of the Senate.” 

The FPC’s. action, Murray) 
said, disregarded a request by 
25 Senators that the FPC take 
no action while Congress was 
considering ‘egislation authoriz- | 
ing the high dam. He went on: | 

“The unseemly haste with 
which the cemmission overruled 
its own presiding examiner, who 
had held that license should be 
issued at this time to Idaho 
Power for only one dam, cer- 
tainly raises additional questions 
that must be answered.” 

Hearing Examiner William J. 
Costello had jecided last May 6 | 
that the FPC should grant Idaho 
Power a license to build only 
the Brownlee dam. He rejected 
the companys application for 
two other dams, Oxbow and a 
low Hell’s canyon dam. Costello 
had found tiat the high dam 
“would be ¢ollar-for-dollar the 
better investment and the more 
ideal development of the middle | 
Snake,” but he said approval of | 
the high dam would be a “com- 
pletely useless action” because |

PRISON REFORMS 
BALKED BY LAGI 
GUARD RECUTS 


Applicants Still Below 
Need Despite Increase 
in Salary Scale—346.| 
Man Total Sought. 


By the Jefferson City Corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch. | 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 10— 
Reorganization of the security| 
guard force of the riot-battered | 
state penitentiary here, has been 
delayed to sone extent by lack 
of qualified applicants to take 
examinations for the merit 
system posts, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

Warden Ralph N. Eidson said 
the guard forc e at the big 
prison now numbered 246 men, 
still 100 short of the proposed 
security strength of 346 officers 
and men under increased ap- 
propriations authorized by the 
1955 Legislature, after prison | 
riots last September and Oc- | 
tober. 


“We are having difficulty in | 
getting qualified men _ within 
the age range of 25 to 55 years,” 
Eidson said. 


12 Senior Guards Picked. 


He announced the appoint- 
ment of 12 senior guards, se- 
lected after elimination of sev- 
eral times that number of appli- 
cants through withdrawals, in- 
terviews and examinations. 

Top-side organization of the 
346-men guard force, including 
four captains, 22 lieutenants and 
34 guad sergeants, remains to be 
completed, it was said. The for- 
mer prison guard force did not 
include such posts. 

The salary range, formerly 
from $154 to $206 a month, now 
starts at $170 month for bafic 
guards and ranges up to $448 a 
month for senior guard captain. 

Guards at the prison now 
work a 48-hour week, but this 
will be cut to 40 hours a week | 
when the guard force is com- | 
pleted, the warden said. , 

New Training Class Started. | 

Another guard training course | 
of 40 hours, in all phases of | 
duties, started at the prison yes- | 
terday. It includes disciplinary | 
rules. and regulations, firearms | 
training, classification and treat- 
ment of convicts, searches, pris-

Fuel costs will be reduced to a mini- 
mum. Just how long the reactor’s heat 
producing radioactive elements will last 
is not known with exactitude at this 
time.

Replenishments 
will never be as costly as the day-to-day 
consumption of fuels—gas, coal or oil. 

This would be a proper point to start 
discussion of the package (portable) 
reactor for power producing purposes. 
It is in this area that the United States 
manufacturers wil! find money-making 
opportunities, both here and abroad. 
Although our country has an impres- 
sive electric power grid, there are many 
spots with natural wealth—timber and 
minerals—which await only adequate

100,000 kilowatts generating capacity. 

At the outset, they will be at competi 
tive disadvantage with conventional pov 
er plants. There are, however, areas of 
the world where the big reactors can 
produce power at costs below present 
methods. Japan could use at least 20 
nuclear plants and get its electric power 
for less than today’s cost—20 mills per 
kilowatt hour. What is true of Japan 
is true of India. 


With the production of electric en 
ergy by nuclear means estimated to cost 
in excess of seven mills per kilowatt 
hour—present highest United States cost 
by conventional fuels—the reader may 
reasonably ask: Why concern ourselves 
with electric power from the atom” 


Electricity From the Atom 


An answer may be found in the an- 
nouncement of the Consolidated Edison 
Co. of New York, revealing its plans to 
construct a 100,000-200,000 kilowatt nu 
clear electric power plant at Indian 
Point, N.Y. Testifying before the Joint 
Congressional Committee on Atomic En 
ergy, H. R. Searing, president of the 
company, said: 

“Our chief objective has been to get 
something done, for we firmly believe 
that only by actual construction of pro} 
ects%an the nuclear art be placed on a 
commercial basis.” 


The atomic powered submarine 
“Nautilus” has very definitely proved 
that an undersea craft can be success. 


fully powered by the atomic reactor 
ergo, the surface vessel can be powered 
y the same method. It hasn't been 
done yet, but reactors for surface ships 
are on the drafting boards of three 
shipyards and builders of engines. 

What can be done by atomic energv 
for marine propulsion eventually will 
be done for land transport. The atomic 
“fired” locomotive is not “just around 
the corner,”’ but it is in the minds and 
on the drafting boards of railway execu- 
tives and engineers. 


Source of Power and Wealth 


The atomic powered automobile? The 
serious problem here is the weight nec 
essary to adequate shielding against 
radioactivity. However, the atomic pow 
ered automobile should not be written 
off as an impossibility. 

Radioactive materials are even now 
proving their value in the measurement 
of cutting tool wear, making for better, 
more durable heavy duty machine tools 


The oil industry is using radioactive 
elements in dozens of operations from 
exploration to refinery 


The Radio Corporation of America 
has developed an atomic battery so smal! 
that we may well look for revolutionary 
changes in those electronic devices de- 
pendent upon the bulky dry cell. 

Medical science has turned to the 
atom for actual therapy, help in diag- 
nosing diseases, and for study of the 
pomnee of drugs through the human 

y.

Audrey Hepburn Getting ree dl in Ord Farmhouse Near Rome

HOLLYWOOD. 


Oo you want to know how 
D Audrey Hepburn, highest 

paid actress in the world— 
$350,000 plus expenses, for “War 
and Peace’’—lives in Italy? 


No, she doesn’t drive around 
in a white, mink-lined conver- 
tible sports car with two Russian 
wolfhounds at her side. My 
grapevine reports that Audrey 
and her husband, Mel Ferrer, 
are living the life of country 
gentlefolk in a stucco, tile-roofed 
75-year-old farmhouse about 20 


miles outside the Rome city 
limits in a little town called 
Cecchina. 


Gregory Peck, an old friend 
of the Ferrers, lived there while 
he was filming ‘Roman Holi- 
day.”’ Greg told them about the 
house (owned by a well-to-do 
Roman woman) which is set in 
the middle of some fancy, lush 
acreage. They pay for occupy- 
ing it from Audrey’s extra $500 
a week expense money and Mel's 
$250—$750 a week goes very 
far in Italy. 


There are four servants—two 
married couples. One does the 
housework and the cooking and 
serving, the other takes care of 
the grounds and markets the 
magnificent flowers grown on 
the estate. There is also a small 
vineyard—its crop supplies the 
wine for the house and for 
neighboring towns. 


“Audrey and Mel live infor- 
mally and dress informally,” I 
was told by a guest who has just 
returned to Hollywood. “If you 
go to their home for dinner 
you'll find Audrey wearing a silk 
blouse and a pair of tight, well- 
tailored toreador pants, and Mel 
in cotton trousers and a native 
Italian shirt. Instead of Amer- 
ican cocktails, you'll be served a 
drink called Negroni, an Italian 
apertif.
